MIKE JOHNSON has reported the alarmist predictions of a top Philips league club official, who is just one of several 
officials, including ASF vice-president MICHAEL WEINSTEIN and South Melbourne president SAM PAPASAVAS who have 
said the league needs to be remodelled, or even scrapped. This report outlines some drastic changes which are being 
contemplated for the Philips League by the ASF and Mike Johnson recommends the utmost caution in what could become

That is the current thinking of some of the ASF hier- 
archy. 


If this thinking gets to the ASF boardroom 
table and is accepted, there is a possibility of the 
following drastic changes to the Philips League: 

-], A change in name. 

2. A change in name of the clubs. 

3. A change in seasons — with the league being 
played in the summer. 

4. A change in ownership of clubs — some 
being owned by businesses on a franchise basis, 
others in partnership with other sporting organ- 
isations. 


5. Introduction of an indoor competition in win- 
ter. 

All of these changes would be in line with what 
has been done in America to promote soccer. 

I learned of them from the mouth of the man 
who is now at the forefront of the drive to boost 
Australian soccer. 

The words were put together well by Rik 
Booth, managing director of the ASF’s new mar- 
keting division. 

His job is to sell the game to Australians, spe- 
cifically, to get more Australians to watch our 
top soccer. , 

Rik Booth believes he could add 500, on an 
average, to the gates of Philips League clubs. 


‘‘But to double the gates, which is what is 
needed, will need drastic changes,’’ he said. 


DANGERS OF THE HARD SELL 


I was shown a television videotape of 15,000 
people in an indoor stadium in America, wildly 
excited by a five-a-side soccer game. 

It was rather like an ice hockey game, with 
players being interchanged at various intervals 
in a high speed, all-action game played on Astro- 
turf. 

**Soccer has not taken off in this country in 100 
years under the current format. We just have to 
take a look at something new,” said Booth. 


‘‘We already had had enquiries from business- 
es interested in taking over clubs and we have 
had enquiries from Rugby League and Aussie 
Rules clubs that would like to join up with soccer 
clubs. 

“Soccer would use the League and Aussie 
Rules stadiums during the summer while League

and Rules would use them in winter as they do 
now, 

“‘“Games would be played mid-week, or on a 
Friday evening, some could be played during the 
day, while others would be played under flood- 
light. 

*‘The world trend is away from weekend sport- 
watching. Peopie like to go out at weekends with 
ei families sight seeing and to picnics and 
such.’” 

This successful businessman in his mid 30’s 
paused for my reaction. 

I did not have much to say. I needed some time 
to think it all over. 

Now I[ have had time and I have many ques- 
tions to ask about the proposed changes.

Mexico’s coach 
Raul Cardenas

Certainly Barnes and Boden 
played well, as did Steve 
Perry, Peter Sharne and espe- 
cially John Yzendoorn when he 
came on at half time. 

But Krnevic fought harder 
than anyone in the central stri- 
ker’s position, winning every- 
thing in the air, laying off the 
ball first-time with surprising 
skill and pressuring opponents 
when he was not in possession 
himself. 

But more and more it 
becomes evident that the for- 
wards are too isolated from 
each other. How often were 
Krncevic’s flick-ons wasted 
because no-one was close by? 
How often did Sharne run with- 
out support? 

Really, there’s no excuse for 
it. The numbers are there, 
since Boden plays well for- 
ward. He and the three stri- 
kers should rt each other 
closely much more often than 
they did in the first half. 

This improved of course 
after half time but it must be 
worked on diligently from now 
on, especially on the end-of- 

. season world tour. 

Australia also suffered at 
the SCG from not having a 
player capable of controlling 
the midfield. Tony Henderson 
insisted on running with the 
ball and losing it. Barnes 
worked very hard and had a Jot 
of the ball but not in the con- 
trolled fashion of Jimmy 
Rooney at his best, or Jose

Boden’s value was mainly in 
his skill, his ability to run at 
opponents. One of those runs 
into the penalty area should 
have given Australia a penal- 
ty, as Boden clearly was fou- 
led. 

Yzendoorn made a big dif- 
ference to the midfield when 
he came on at half time. He 
did play some incisive forward 
balls, he managed on occa- 
sions to steady play by looking 
around before parting with the 
ball, he defended and pressur- 
ised well and of course he 
scored to put Australia 2-1 
ahead before Mexico salvaged 
its draw. 

It becomes more and more 
evident that Henderson’s place 
is in defence and |’m sure 
coach Rudi Gutendorf will 
leave him there now. Yzen- 
doorn is Heidelberg United’s 
sweeper — one of the best 
sweepers in the country — but 
his success in Australia’s mid- 
field cannot be questioned, so 
that’s where he'll have to stay 
for the time being, alongside 
Barnes and Boden. 

Coach Cardenas, who played 
for Mexico in the World Cup 
finals series of 1954, 58, 62 and 
66 and coached the team in the 
1970 finals, presented himself 
at the post-match press con- 
ference as the classic non- 
committal sports diplomat. 

None of his players was 
better than the others. They 
played as a team, he said. In 
response to general discontent 
about Tony Boskovic’s refer- 
eeing: “He had a good game, 
He was very fair to both si- 

les.”"

New Zealand, depleted by injuries and the 
non-availability of its PSL exiles, fielded five 
new caps, all of whom performed with great 
distinction. 

Mexico's patient, precise, short-passing

its frustrated visitors out of the match.
